° The finish of the British Amateur last 
Walter J. Travis week recalls the first American victory 
in this event some 46 years ago. 
At that time England and Scotland ruled the kingdom of golf 
with stainless scepters. The United States wag a land of bunkered 
okels. The American golfing triumph was almost as bad as hav- 
England invade the United States and capture a World Series. 
The big shock came from a transplanted Australian known 
as Walter J. Travis. Travis had never seen a golf club until 
he was 36 years old. He was a spare, gaunt man with little 
physical power. He took up golf for his health at the advice 
of his doctor. He never took a lesson. He practiced and 
played at Oakland one Fall and Winter. The next Spring at 
Meadowbrook, six months after swinging his first golf club, he 
won the qualifying medal and the match-play tournament. 
Travis was 40 years old at least when he left for England in 
1904. He was taken as a joke by English and Scottish stars. He 
could drive only 190 to 200 yards. But he had a reliable putter 
known as the Schenectady, a center-shafted type. Round after 
round the veteran Travis sank putts from 10 to 20 feet away. Al- 
ways a magnificent putter, one of the greatest that ever played, 
he was at his best at Sandwich, a rugged seaside course. 
By the semifinal round, with Travis again 


. 
A Great Upset the winner, the British were more upset 
than New Englanders were when Paul Revere announced in boom- 
ing tones—‘The British are coming!” 

In the final round, Travis faced Edward Blackwell, a 
giant Englishman, over six feet in height and the longest hitter 
of his time. So the tees were moved back to the limit. Travis 
had barely been making the carries from much shorter tees. 
Naturally, he still barely made them. His English opponent 
waswutdriving him by 50 and 60 yards. But the deadly Travis 
putter more than made up for the. driving margin. 

The victory in the British Amateur of 1904 must be listed as 
one of the greatest upsets sports has ever known. It was 22 years 
later before Jess Sweetser could win the second American vic- 
tory. Through those years we sent over such great golfers as 
Bobby Jones, Jerry Travers, Chick Evans and Francis Ouimet. 
But it had remained for the slender, thin-chested man who took 
up golf at the edge of middle-age to be the first to win Britain’s 
most coveted crown—apart from her royalty.

A Subsidy © 
For Coal Industry? 


Now that coal has been priced almost 
out of the market, the public is being 
asked to subsidize the industry. 
It would not be a direct subsidy, of 
% . But it would amount to the same 
thing, Some of the coal State Congress- 
men are proposing that tariff rates on im- 
d oil be raised ten-fold, to $1.05 a 
arrel, in order to protect coal. Oil con- 


tinues to take more and more of the mar-- 


ket formerly held by coal. 

At present, enough oil to equal in heat- 
ing power a ton of coal costs about $7. 
The average price of a ton of coal for in- 
dustrial use comes to approximately $11.50. 
That differential means an _ increasing 
number of mines are being forced to close. 
Fewer mines are working. And more oil 
is being consumed. 

The traditional American method of 
meeting competition is by lowering prices. 
That the coal industry cannot now do 
because of high costs of wages, pensions 
and other benefits paid the United Mine 
Workers. 

Because coal finds itself in a difficult 

osition, the public, if some Congressmen 
7 Late their way, will be forced to pay 
artificially higher prices for oil in order 
to equalize the situation. 

We don’t think the public ought to be 

nalized for the benefit of a single in- 
dustry. It may be that something will 
have to be done about coal in the future, 
but when it is done let it be in an open, 
straightforward manner and not by stran- 
gling a competitive fuel through the de- 
vious route of higher tariffs. 

Bestties, if the coal industry is entitled 
to public subsidy of this sort, so are other 
industries which find competition too 
tough. 

his country is using all its influence 
now to obtain freer world trade. We are 
suggesting that West Europe remove the 
trade barriers of centuries’ standing. It 
would hardly be in line with that policy 
to raise our own tariff rates, even on one 
commodity, to prohibitive levels.

As a Force for Peace 


It is easy, as nerves grow raw and 
patience wears thin from the frustration of 
dealing with Russian trickery and obstruc- 
tion, to throw up our’hands, as former 
President- Hoover did recently, and say 
that the United Nations ought to be abol- 
ished and an organization formed of na- 
tions which really believe in peace as a 
way of life. % 

But the case for the United Nations, 


as a force for peace, was never more suc- 


cintly put than by President Truman in his 
annual report to Congress. 

“No nation, member or nonmember,” 
said he, “attending or nonattending, can 
avoid accountability before the United Na- 
tions for action affecting the peace.” 

Therein lies the strength of the organi- 
The moral force of the United 
Nations continues, and will continue, to 
act asa restraint on Russia. Not even the 
Kremlin can discount the force of world 
opinion. 

Although it has failed to settle the 
major issue of world peace—indeed, that 
issue cannot be settled until and unless 
Russia is ready for settlement—the UN 
has made and continues to make great con- 
tributions to the peace. It contributed to 
settling the Indonesian dispute and it 
brought an end to the fighting in Pales- 
tine and Kashmir. Moreover, it is accom- 
arene. much for the future in the re- 

abilitation of children homeless and hun- 
gry as result of war. It is promoting trade 
and cemmercial relations. It works in 
dozens of fields that are unspectacular but 
useful in bringing about understanding 
and better relations. ; 

Russia cannot escape the good work 
being done by the UN. She may boycott 
meetings and obstruct efforts toward 
achieving real and lasting agreement. But 
as long as the free discussion of the UN 
continues the world is aware of her posi- 
tion a is ro deceived. That of itself 
is ample justification not only for keepin 
a UN but for making of it a heoner 
orce,

Will Dewey 
Seek Third Term? 


WASHINGTON—After his second defeat for 
the Presidency in 1948 Gov. Thomas E. Dewey, 
yielding to the pressure from disgruntled ele- 
ments in his party, announced that he would not 

again be a candidate for the GOP nomination and indicated he 
planned to retire from public life. 

Subsequently, when the fuss and furor had subsided, the New 
York Governor seemed to change his position slightly by saying he 
always intended to maintain an active interest in politics. The 
effect of this latter statement was to hold the door to his re-entry 
into active politics ajar, whereas his initial renunciation had 
tended to close it entirely. 


° e Now an effort is being made to have him open 
Third Term the door more widely by running again for 
Governor this Fall. New York Republicans. are bringing consid- 
erable pressure on Mr. Dewey to seek a third term. Baek of it is 
a feeling that he is the strongest man the party has to offer and if 
he does not become a candidate there is grave danger of the Demo- 
crats recapturing control at Albany. 


The Republicans are known to be particularly disturbed over 
the prospects of the Democrats nominating Rep. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, Jr., for Governor. Because of his name and proven vote- 
getting ability, there is a feeling he would be a cinch to win 
against anybody but Dewey. At any rate, the Republicans look 
on Dewey as their best bet and concerted efforts are being put 
forth to have him run again, 


Some of the Governor’s close friends say he does: not want to 
run; that he prefers to return to private law practice, where he 
would be sure to command large fees, and that Mrs. Dewey. is urg- 
ing him to follow this course. At the same time, there are others 
who point out that he has a strong sense of party loyalty that might 
persuade him to accept the nomination, if the draft movement, 
which has been going on for some months, succeeds. 


Gov. Dewey is yet to make some positive public statement on 
the subject. The fact that he has not may be taken to indicate 
that he is toying with the idea of running, though he is reported 
to have told some of his close advisers that he will not run. The 
whole business will probably be thrashed out after he returns from 
a vacation he is now on. 


If Dewey does become a candidate for re-election and is able 
to win another term, regardless of what he may have said two 
years ago he cannot be written off as a contender for the GOP 
presidential nomination in 1952, No one could hold him to that, 
anway. Any man who controls the powerful New York State 
delegation, as he would if he is re-elected, automatically becomes 


a leading candidate for his party’s top honors. 
Many people have been trying to write 


No Dead Duck Dewey off as a dead duck politically for the 


past ten years, They sought to bury him after his defeat for the 
Governorship the first time he ran in 1938. He came back to be 
elected twice after that, the first Governor the Republicans had 
been able to elect in New York in some 20 years. 


They said he was through after Wendell Willkie beat him for 
the presidential nomination in 1940, yet he went on to capture 
the the nomination four years later. The same effort to lay his 
ghost was made after President Roosevelt defeated him hadly in 
1944, but he came back to win the nomination again in 1948. It 
was after his defeat by President Truman two years ago that a 
hue and cry was raised in his party for him to step down and re- 
nounce any further claim to the nomination. 


Dewey did this in the interest of party harmony, it may be as- 
sumed, but it does not mean anything in the sense of a binding 
commitment. He has as much.right to run again as anyone. Be- 
ing only 48 years old, he is still young enough to make several 
other attempts at the White House, if he is of a mind to. 


What he decides about the Governorship race this year will 
ore indicative of his aims than any number of statements he 
might make on the subject. If he runs that may be accepted as 
a sure sign that he still has his eyes on the Presidency. And if 
he is re-elected he may end up as the Bryan of the Republican 
Party. Bryan, of course, was a perennial candidate for President, 
and actually was given the Democratic nomination three times, only 


to be defeated each time.

Significantly, William Boyle, 
Jr., Chairman of the Democratic National Com- 
mittee, hurried to the White House, purportedly 
on a mission to prevent Mr. Smith’s reappoint- 
ment. Previously the ra chairman had inter- 
ceded with the President to veto the Kerr bill, 
which had bloomed into quite a political issue 
because of widespread protest from natural gas 
consumers who were fearful of increased prices. 


Among those who voted against the 
measure were a number of Republican Sena- 
tors who were beginning to exploit its pas- 
sage by a Democratic Congress, with Demo- 
erats providing the margin. They did not 
overlook, either, the fact that oil was in- 
volved and that oil interests are contributors 
to Democratic campaign funds.

It is no longer necessary for 
the barn to be more important or expensive 
than the home. In modern farming we don’t 
need a barn, certainly not an expensive barn, 
and we do need a home and especially a 


home with a front porch.

There is a group of cool- 
weather vegetables tHat are sel- 
dom seen growing successfully 
in Southern gardens, due to the 
fact that they generally are 
yo in the early Spring and 
ust as they are ready to ma- 
ture, hot weather -arrives and 
if they mature the plants do not 
have the desired quality. On the 
other hand, these vegetables may 
be started at this time in seed 
boxes or cold frame and trans- 
planted into the garden six or 
eight weeks from now and the 
resulting crops next Fall will 
be excellent. 

In this group are cabbage, col- 
lards, cauliflower, Brussel 
sprouts and broccoli, Another 
vegetable that mighthbe added 
is celery. We haven't Tied grow- 
ing Fall celery personally but 
we know other gardeners who 
have successfully planted it in 
Midsummer. 

These plants shotld be started 
in small seed boxes, cold frames 
or hotbeds. If planted in hot- 
beds, there will be no need for 
having any heat. Rich, loamy 
soil that has been screened 
should be used. If you need to 
make up some, our suggestion is 
that you use one-third good gar- 
den soil, one-third peat moss and 
one-third vermiculite. 

The seed box should have 
some drainage and then be filled 
with the mixture. The seed 
should be dropped in rows about 
a quarter of an inch apaft. ‘Aft- 
er the little seedlings are about 
two inches tall, they #hould be 
transplanted either into’ other 
flats and spaced about three 
inches apart or into two-and-a- 
half-inch pots. 

Two to four weeks after trans- 
planting, the plants should be 
hardy and ready for transplant- 
ing into the garden.

However, you seem to be on 
the verge of awareness that your 
defensive argumentation is some- 
how hollow, and I consider that 
a hopeful sign. It suggests that 
you aren’t rigidly closed to the 
possibility of making deep 
changes for the better in your 
emotional constitution. And for 
guidance in that undertaking, I 
ré-ommend careful reading of 
Dr. Rudolf Dreikurs’ book, “The 
Challenge of Marriage,” (Duell, 
Sloan & Pearce)—a remarkably 
clear and fascinating study of 
this most vital human relation- 
ship. 

Writing in Chapter 4 on 
“Choosing a Mate,” Dr. Dreikurs 
has many interesting things to 
say, and lucidly relevant to your 
case is the following: “The real 
reasons why we choose a mate 
u: ually remain secret and are 
supplanted by plausible ration- 
alizations. Many believe in mar- 
rying for security. There is no 
security obtainable through mar- 
riage. There is no security in 
life at all. Marriage does not 
solve any problem; it remains a 
problem in itself, which has to 
be solved, and merely adds a 
new task to the others with 
which life confronts us... .” But 
get the book. It will amply re- 
pay your attention to it.
